to eliminate or 
minimize 
the 


escape of cement dust into the 
atmosphere and shall comply with 
the specifications prescribed by 
the Department of Public Health 
pursuant to this act. 


Section 2. 
The Department of 


Public Health shall by general 
rule prescribe specifications for 
such equipment and shall main- 
tain a list of the types of equip- 
ment meeting such specifications. 


Section .3. A copy of all rules 


issued by the Department of Pub- 
lic Health pursuant to this act and 
of any change in any such rules 
shall be mailed by the Department 
to the owner of every plant in the 
state known by the Department 
to be engaged in the manufacture 
of cement and shall be published 
at least once in at least one news- 
paper published and having a 
general circulation in each one of 
the 
seven largest 
incorporated 


municipalities in 
the state in 


which such newspaper is published. 
No rule or change therein shall 
take effect until sixty days after 
such publication. Any rule or any 
change therein may also be pub-

the physician who operated upon Mrs. Roberta Danks, a Chicago 
teacher.

Douglas 
park 
hospital. 
Mrs, 


Janes said the operation was per- 
formed in the basement of her 
home. 


The physician 
died 
suddenly 


March 17 after reading newspa- 
per accounts of an investigation 
of Mrs. Danks' death. Tre wom- 
an's battered body was found Feb. 
17 on a lonely road near Ches- 
terton, Ind. 


Although efforts had been made 


to disguise the death as having 
been caused in an automobile mis- 
hap, a coroner's jury decided she 
died froth complication* cauied 


by an abortion. 


Coroner Brodic said Dr. Jerry 


Kearns, coroner's toxicologist, re- 
ported that 10.1 milligrams of a 
sedative was found in the doc- 
tor's brain. The sedative is pois- 
onous in overdoses.

Veterans' Pension Bill Proves a 


Point; It Embarrasses The Congress 


Rep. John Rankin's new veterans' pension bill is an 


incongruous anticlimax to the bizarre performance that 
preceded it. One day the House had turned down, by one 
vote, his immense, impractical proposal which would have 
cost the present and future generation an estimated $125 - 
000,000,000 by the year 2000. Mr. Rankin said the defeat 
ended pension discussions for the present session. The very 
next day he came up with a moderate, reasonable bill. 


This bill would give needy World War I veterans who 


had Deceived honorable discharges $72 a month at the age 
of 65. It .seems to have an excellent ehanee of passage. So 
why didn't its sponsor introduce it hi the first place? 


One can only guess at the answer. ' Some have said the 


earner bill was a $100,000,000,000 gesture of revenge against 
his colleagues for leaving him off the Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee this session. Others have speculated that his 
aim was to start the gravy train down a track that would 
leaa the country back to isolationism. 
«. *tshould be noted,' as regards the second suggestion, 
that Vito Marcantonio, the lone American Labor Party con- 
gressman, was with Mr. Rankin all the way. 


Mr. Marcantonio has never been caught deviating from 


the Communist Party line. So he would understandably be 
interested in seeing the Marshall Plan fail. The country 
could not have afforded both the first pension plan and Eu- 
ropean aid. Hence his logical support of the earlier bill. 


Mr. Rankin has made it abundantly clear, in uncounted 


speeches over the years, that he has scant sympathy or 
regard for anyone who is not a white, Protestant native- 
born American. In his mind, the world beyond our borders 
seems to be peopled by riff-raff. 
He seems incapable of 


understanding that a communized Europe would threaten 
American freedom. So, for a different reason, he might be 
just as interested as Mr. Marcantonio in the Marshall Plan's 
failure.

Growing Pains Pass in Time 
If Abnormalities Are Mild 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. 


Children often have vague pains 


in their arms or legs usually 
called "growing pains." Probably 
most youngsters with these vague 
pains merely have been growing 
so fast that their bones and 
muscles have not quite kept up 
their proper relations. 


Sometimes the curve of the 


spine may not be just right, or 
crooked heels or bow legs are 
present which cause slight strains 
on the muscles or ligaments. In 
such cases in which abnormali- 
ties are mild, plenty of sunshine, 
good food and the passage of time 
usually take, care of the difficulty. 


Serious abnormalities may be 


responsible in some cases. 
The 


help of an orthopedic surgeon in 
deciding whether braces or other 
special measures are necessary is 
then desirable. 
A few children 


with growing pains seem to have 
something wrong with one or more 
"I" their internal glands. 
When 


present, this requires correction. 


Occasionally the pains mav b« 


caused by diseased tonsils, 'ade- 
noids or sinuses, and this is prob- 
ably related to 
the 
muscular 


rheumatism which older people 
get. 


POSSIBLE CONNECTION 


There is also a debate among 


medical men as to whether grow- 
ing pains may be a mild form of 
rheumatic fever. 
Usually rheu- 


matic fever comes on suddenly 
with swollen and painful joints 


other characteristic symp- 


toms. Rheumatic fever caji and 
often does injure the heart. Since 
some children with growing- pains 
develop heart trouble without any 
other typical signs of rheumatic 
fever, the feasibility of a con- 
nection has 
LO be considered. 


Certainly children who have 


severe growing pains which last 
for very long should be examined 
by a physician to make sure that 
no permanent damage is being 
done and find out what can be 
tried to relieve the discomfort.

Ion members accordine- to the As- 
soiated Press. The National As- 
sociation of Evangelicals, a rival 
body of more temperate funda- 
mentalists, after a detailed study 
m 1947, concluded that "the en- 
tire membership is probably un- 
der 115,000—certainly under 120,- 
000."

Two regulations designed to 
lessen stalling and prevent 
late-game rough-house 
play 


were announced yesterday by 
the National Basketball com- 
mittee of the United States 
and Canada. 


A new rule to curb fouling 


applies to the last two min- 
utes of play. 


It provides that on each 


foul committed in the final 
120 seconds, a personal foul 
will be charged against the 
offending player, but it will 
be treated as a technical foul. 


That is, the player fouled 


will be given a free throw, but 
the ball will be out of play. 
After the toss, the ball will 
be given on an out-of-bounds 
to the team which was fouled. 


"Under the old rule, such fouls 


j were treated as personals and the 
team against which the offense 
was committed was given the op- 
tion of taking the free throw or 
taking the ball out-of-bounds. Jn 
most cases, the team in possession 
—generally being ahead on points 
—would take 
Uie 
ball 
out-of- 


bounds rather Uma jeopardize pos- 
session. Feeling it had no points 
to lose, the trailing team often 
fouled heavily in an effort to get 
the ball. 


The second major change was 


aimed at stalling by the team in 
possession. 


The new rule makes it manda- 


tory for an official to call a held 
ball 
when a "closely guarded" 


player withholds the ball from 
play in front court for five sec- 
onds without an apparent effort to 
dribble, pass or shoot. 


The revision was made by sub- 


stituting the word "shall" for 
may." 
Previously, calling a held 


ball under such conditions was op- 
tional with the officials. 


Along with 
speeding- up trie 


game, the revision was designed 
to take the burden off the officials. 
Previously, the defensive team was 
in a position to complain if the 
referee failed to call a held ball 
under those conditions, and the ot- 
fensive team felt it had a squawk 
if he did. 


This change was recommended 


by the country's coaches after 
much debate and on a 25-24 vote 
at a meeting Saturday.

This rule will apply during the 


entire game, not just the last two 
minutes. 


In regard to the "two-minute" 


rule on fouling, the rules commit- 
tee decided Uiat neither pluyors nor 
spectators will be notified when 
the two-minute provisions go into 
effect.
